Pioneer Rocket Regains Lead For 
America in Space Speed and Distance 


Coming on the anniversary of Rus­ 


sia's launching of the first Sputnik Into 


orbit a year ago, America’s feat of fir­ 


ing a moon rocket nearly 80,000 miles 


into space dem onstrates th e tremen­ 


dously encouraging strides being made 
by the U nited States in regaining world 
leadership in scientific achievem ent in 
conquering outer space. 
W hile this country has not yet equal­ 
led the Soviet record for size an d weight 
of a vehicle placed into orb it around 
the earth, it has now attained a height, 
speed and distance record w hich makes 
the Russian satellites seem to be earth- 
bound by comparison. 
Furtherm ore, 
evidence 
messaged 
back by the Pioneer rocket indicates 
th at America missed placing it into orbit 
around the moon by a scant few degrees 
and pounds of thrust in power needed. 
W ith the information obtained by this 
attem pt as a guide to adequate correc­ 
tions there is strong likelihood th at suc­ 
cess m ay be attained in the very near 
future. 


By establishing a new speed record of 
nearly 24,000 m iles per hour for a m an- 
m ade object, th e flight of the Pioneer 
has dem onstrated th at it is wholly pos­ 
sible for a space vehicle to exceed the 
rate necessary to "escape" the earth's 
pull of gravity and m aintain a controlled 
course through the outer space of the 
universe. 
T hat the moon rocket project has only 
been under way for six m onths presages 
im portant new accom plishm ents in this 
field by A m ericans in a com paratively 
short period of tim e, both in the improve­ 
m ent of earth satellites and in outer 
space vehicles. 
The epochal records set by the Pion­ 
eer will go a long way tow ards restoring 
Just pride and confidence in their leaders 
by the Am erican people, and also in re­ 
gaining respect and adm iration for our 
great nation am ong ail the peoples of 
the world. 
It again proves the validity of the o'd 
Yankee slogan . . . “the difficult we do 
immediately, th e 
impossible requires 
just a little longer.”

Stennis sat in his Senate Off­ 
ice Building with som e of us. 
knitting his dark brow s, m auling 
his chin as he thought, restating 
every Invitation we gave him to 
put on the airs of a know-it-all 
or to reach for the adjectives of 
certitude. 


WHO KNOWS ABOUT R ussia - 
Not a three-week tourist to the 
USSR and her E uropean s a te l­ 
lites.
